Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-8, 1 2-14, 1 7-19, 21 , 22 and 24-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for processing SONET/SDH output signals. The prior 
arts in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a method comprising checking a state 
of a second control bit that is associated with independent and concatenated payload 
and cross-connecting a second payload with a first payload if the second control bit is 
set within a structure of the claim. These features are claimed in the independent 
claims 7, 18 and 24 and render them allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
